This Report deals with the proceedings of the Congested Dis- 
tricts Board for Ireland for the financial year begun on the 1st 
of April, 1S95, and ended on the 81st of March, ISM, 

Donations Received. 

The Board received a Parliamentary grant of £5,S59 towards 
the completion of some roads, and causeways which had been 
undertaken by the Irish Government as “ relief works.” A 
Donations contribution of £200 was given by Mrs. Burns-Hartopp in aid 
of the cost of the construction of Westcove Pier, Co. Kerry, by 
the Board; and similarly a contribution of £.65 was made by the 
Hon. Evelyn Ashley towards improvements in Mullaghmore 
Harbour, Co. Sligo. The Trustees of the Aeliill Distress Fund 
handed over to the Board the sum of £926 9s. 2c?., being the 
unexpended balance of the Fund that was raised by voluntary 
contributions, to provide for the relatives of those Achill 
migratory labourers who were drowned in Clew Bay by the 
sinking of a “hooker." This amount is to be expended by the 
Board for the benefit of residents in the Parish of Achill, and a 
Committee was nominated by the Trustees of the Fund, with 
whom the Board are to consult in the matter. Another donation 
was received for the general funds of the Board from the Trustees 
of the Irish Distress Fund of 1890-91, being a sum of £154 9s. 3d., 
the unexpended balance of that Fund. The Government also 
gave a grant of £650 towards the cost of experiments in the 
spraying of potatoes. 

Monets for the Purposes of the Board. 

Income. With the exception of the donations just referred to, the Boards’ 

ordinary income remains unchanged, and the apparent additional 
Appendix I., increase shown in the Annual Account appended, at page 30, is 
paga so. due to large repayments of advances under Fishery and Agricul- 
tural projects, and to a refund of purchase-money for an estate 
purchased by the Board for the amalgamation of holdings, and 
resold to tenant-occupiers. As has been stated in the Board’s last 
two Reports, their income is no longer adequate for satisfactorily 
carrying out the provisions of the Acts of Parliament relative to 
Congested Districts in Ireland. The Board have to deal with an 
area of 3,608,569 acres, valued at £556,141 a year, and inhabited 
by a population of 549,516 according to the Census of 1891, 
while the ordinary income at the disposal of the Board amounts 
to only £41,250. 
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Expenditure of Board’s Income. 

The Board’s account of receipts and payments between the Appendix I,, 
1st of April, 1893, and the 31st of March, 1S98, as furnished to paB0 30 ‘ 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General, is appended together with a 
statement (Appendix II.) showing the Cash Balances and Securities p *s* 81. 
held on tlie 31st March, 1890 ; and also Schedules (Appendices 

III. and IV.) showing in detail the receipts and payments of the Pages 32 - 36 , 
Board from the 5th of August, 1S91, to the 31st of March, 1895. 

A statement showing the amount of money lent by the Board Appendix v., 
is also appended, and the amount received in repayment of loans pag8 *'• 
is shown in the Table of Receipts, Appendix III. 

Operations during Year ended 31st March, 1S9C. 

We shall now describe our proceedings under the following 
heads : — 

I Agriculture and matters relating to land ; 

II. Migration and enlargement of small holdings ; 

III. Sea Fisheries; 

IV. Industries; 

V. Engineering Works; and 

VI. Miscellaneous matters. 

I. AGRICULTURE, &c. 

The number of example holdings has been reduced from twenty Example 
to eleven, of which six ai'e in the County Galway and five in the Holdings, 
Count}' Mayo, hut numerous example plats and experimental plots anYExperi- 01 ' 1 
have been substituted. The cost of working an entire farm or mental Plots, 
holding as an example is very large compared with the expendi- 
ture in connection with an experimental plot or portion of a 
holding ; and it is therefore considered that, while" some example 
holdings might bo continued, more instruction can be given with 
the same amount of money by means of widely diffused example 
plots than through example holdings. At the same time it is the 
present intention of the Board to continue to work a few example 
holdings, as one such farm in a good situation serves as a pattern 
for a very large district. 

Fifty-nine Example Plots are managed by the Board — thirtv'- 
six in the County Donegal and twenty-three in the County 
Galway. The occupier of each such plot is supplied by the 
Board free of cost with sufficient seed and artificial manure on 
condition that the plot shall be worked at all stages under the 
direction of the Board’s local Instructor. In this way each plot 
affords a demonstration of the advantage gained by the use of 
good seed and suitable manures in conjunction with improved 
systems of tillage and cultivation. It is comparatively easy to 
induce a small occupier to try an experiment on a small plot with 
one crop though he would be unwilling to take the same trouble, 
and, according to his view, to run the same risk for tlie entire, or 
for a large part, of his farm. As this system makes its way it is 
likely that smaller inducements will suffice to encourage occupiers

to develop their laud according to the most skilled methods. 
Even now small farmers have been induced to carry out improve- 
ments by drainage, reclamation, or fencing, on the understanding 
that, if the work were satisfactorily done, an example plot would 
be taken up by the Board on the holding. In such cases a per- 
manent or lasting improvement is effected in the value of the 
land, over and above the consideration that a well-tilled plot will 
he maintained for the instruction of the locality. It has also been 
our experience in some cases that neighbouring occupiers who 
observe the carrying-out of such improvements follow the 
example either from a healthy spirit of rivalry, or because they 
are convinced that they will make money by doing so. 

We stated in our last Report that we intended to try to create 
a greater general interest in the example plots by subdividing 
some ot them for the purpose of comparing the relative merits of 
applications of different manures or of different systems of treat- 
ment. Arrangements have been made for working about one 
hundred and titty experimental plots according to this method — 
(1) for the cultivation of wheat of different varieties ; (2) for the 
comparative use of various manures in the growing of potatoes, 
turni ps, and mangolds respectively, and for top-dressing grass land ; 
for growing different kinds of grass and clover seeds ; and for 
the use of lime to prevent “ finger-and-toe” in the turnip crop. 
The sub-pilots, as they may be called, are about twenty perches 
in area. 

Much difficulty has been experienced in arranging for experi- 
mental plots in some districts. Some occupiers fail to take an 
interest in the object in view, or they dislike the trouble and 
constant care that are necessary, or they decline to allow their 
land to be used for the experiments unless they are recompensed 
by receiving a much larger supply of seed ar.d manure than is 
requisite. Considerable interest, however, is evinced with respect 
to some of the experiments that are being carried out, and it is 
hoped that, when the practical utility of the experiments is 
better understood, they will he more fully appreciated. The 
practice of the Board so far has been to arrange for such a series of 
experiments as are likely to prove of special interest to the small 
farmers of a district — for instance at Durrus, Co. Cork, where 
much wheat is grown, five different kinds of wheat were sown 
in the autumn, and also in the spring, in order that growers of 
wheat might he enabled to judge what kind of wheat is best 
suited for the district, and whether it is better to sow the seed 
in spring or autumn. Elsewhere experiments were tried with 
different kinds of manures for the same crop. The particulars of 
the treatment applied to each sub-plot are stated in a printed 
notice affixed to a notice-board erected in the sub-pilot. 

During the year 1895 the Board co-operated with the Royal 
Dublin Society in maintaining ten Example Holdings in the 
neighbourhood of Swinford, County Mayo, hut the Society have 
decided not to continue their labours in this district any longer. 
The judges who inspected the holdings report favourably of most 
of the holdings inspected, and express a hope that the rotation 
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system of cropping will be maintained after tbe encouragements 
and supervision have been withdrawn, as the tenants were finding 
out that under this system they could keep far more stock than 
before. On the other hand one of the judges observes that some 
of the tenants of Example Holdings and the neighbours generally 
reward the new system as something altogether distinct from 
practical farming. The instruction has, however, had the effect 
of making both turnips and mangolds common crops in the 
district, and the advantage of good seeds of all kinds has become 
widely known and appreciated. While not continuing the 
particular experiment in which they have been associated^ with 
the Royal Dublin Society, the Board will, as far as their means 
permit, endeavour to improve the agricultural knowledge of the 
tillers of land in congested districts. 

Some small additional assistance has been given to small Improvement 
occupiers in the neighbourhood of Kiltimagh, County Mavo, 
towards providing farm-offices and other improvements to the ce3 ' e c ' 
holdings, but the small amount of money at the disposal of the 
Board obliges them to abandon any hope of making a perceptible 
improvement in this r-espeet throughout the congested districts. 

The sale of seeds and manures through special agents was Sala of seeds 
continued during the past year to small farmers in districts lnl1 mllIlures - 
where a difficulty is experienced in procuring supplies of good 
quality. The total value of seeds and manures thus sold 
amounted to £1,034, of which sum only £13. 10s. was expended 
on grass, clover, turnip, and mangold seeds, the remainder of the 
amount being spent on seed oats and artificial manures. The 
seeds and manures were sold for cash at prices which covered 
all expenses of purchase, freight, storage, etc. There has been a 
slight loss, as some local agents over-estimated the quantity of 
seed-oats and other seeds that would be purchased in their 
districts by small occupiers. Almost the entire supply of seed- 
oats was purchased in Scotland, but the remaining seeds and 
artificial manures were purchased in Ireland, 

The providing of even a small supply of good seeds and 
manures is a very great benefit to small occupiers in remote 
parts of the country where good fresh seed can hardly ever he 
procured, and where good artificial manure is equally rare. Where 
inferior manures have been sold the action of the Board will 
probably cause traders to sell manure of better quality and at 
more reasonable prices than have hitherto been charged. The 
Board supply each purchaser of manure from them with an 
invoice setting forth the guaranteed minimum percentage of 
nitrogen, of soluble and insoluble prhosphates, or of potash con- 
tained in the manures sold. Inquiries made by the Board tend 
to show that the provisions of the Deeding Stuffs and Fertilizers 
Act as to the giving of such invoices are rarely carried out by 
those who sell artificial manures in congested districts. 

In order to introduce some new varieties of potatoes the Board 
purchased early in the year 1S95 ten tons of “ Wonders ” and 
ten tons of “Antrim” seed potatoes, which were supplied to 
thirteen persons residing in or very close to the congested dis- 
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tricts in the Counties of Donegal, Sligo, Mayo, Galway, Cork, and 
Kerry ; and the produce (consisting of seventy tons of “ Wonders ” 
and one hundred and thirty tons of “ Antrims ”) was delivered to l 
the Board at the beginning of 1896. Most of this seed was sold 
to small occupiers in congested districts at 2s. 6 d. to 3s. per cwt., 
but some of tbe seed had to be disposed of in the ordinary market, 
as, owing to the exceptionally large yield of potatoes in 1895, the 
demand for seed potatoes was comparatively small, and small 
farmers were not willing to give more than Is. 3 cl. or Is. 6 d. per 
cwt. for seed. As previous experience has shown, it is difficult 
in the spring following a good" potato harvest to sell seed 
potatoes at the full cost price, no matter how good the kind and 
quality. 

Prevention of During the summer and autumn of 1S95 demonstrations were 

Potato given in parts of the Counties Donegal, Mayo, Galway, Kerry, and 

Disease. Cork in the method of spraying potato plants with Bordeaux 
mixture for the prevention of potato disease. The demonstra- 
tions were successful except in the Castletown Bere and Adrigole 
districts on the north side of Bantry Bay, where in many instances 
no good result seemed to follow from the spraying. The cause of 
failure has not been ascertained, but arrangements were made for 
continuing the experiments in the following season, when it is 
hoped that the results will be as beneficial as elsewhere. In 
some districts, especially in parts of Donegal and Kerry, the 
owners of potato plots will not have their potato plants sprayed, 
as, owing to scarcity of fodder, cattle are allowed to feed on the 
grass and weeds growing on the head lands and other parts of 
the plot, as it is believed, and no doubt correctly, that herbage 
when sprayed with sulphate of copper and lime is dangerous as 
food for animals. 

A sum of £1,371 was expended by the Board in supplying 
spraying material gratis to farmers in congested districts who 
had since the 1st of January, 1895, either individually or in a 
partnership consisting of not more than six, purchased a spraying 
machine of approved pattern. To each of such persons w r as given 
either a 40 lb. packet of “ Strawsonite ” or else 56 lbs. of copper 
sulphate with 28 lbs. of lime to he mixed together. The spraying 
materials were forwarded free of charge to the applicant’s nearest 
railway station, or in those not rare instances in w r hich railway 
communication is at a very great distance, the materials were 
supplied by the Board through a local agent at some convenient 
centre. 

Forestry . In referring to the experimental planting at Knockboy on the 

sea-coast of the County Galway we stated in our last Deport that 
Scotch Fir, Spruce, aud Mountain Pine succeeded best, and we 
may now add the Maritime Pine to this list, and, so far as can be 
judged at present, it seems as likely to succeed as any other kind 
of tree. A very large proportion of larches and hard woods have 
failed, and very few deciduous trees appear likely to thrive. 

At the request of the Board Dr. "W. Schlich, C.I.E., of Cooper’s 
Hill College, inspected the planting at Knockboy during the 
summer of 1895, and very valuable advice was received from him 
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as regards the planting and care of trees in the neighbourhood ot 
the sea on exposed coasts, both as regards what has been under- 
taken and what might, in his opinion, be attempted. 

It is not considered desirable to plant any fresh land at Knock- 
bov pending further experience of what has been already done. 

Durinc last winter planting was therefore confined to filling up 
vacancies in the existing plantations with 100,000 mountain 
pine. A nursery of four acres has also been laid out on part of 
the recently reclaimed land at Knockboy, and 400,000 seedling 
mountain pine with the same number of seedling Scotch pine 
have been planted there. The seeds of mountain pine, maritime 
pine, Sylveatris pine, alder, and birch, have also been sown in 
teds in' the nursery fur future use. 

A strip of 100 yards in width on the exposed western side of 
the plantation was originally planted with varieties of trees 
considered especially adapted to withstand exposure to the gales 
from the sea, such as sea-buckthorn, goat-willow, alder, Scotch 
fir, and Corsican pine. A very Large number of these trees 
have died, — the buckthorn, alder, and willow having almost 
entirely disappeared. In order to renew this shelter-belt an 
experiment of sowing and planting in strips has been tried with 
about twenty acres of land. The land thus treated was dealt 
with as follows ; — The upper sod, to the width of about ten 
inches, was removed in parallel strips, about nine or ten feet 
apart, and mountain pine and alder seed ■were sown in the strips 
on ten acres, and trees -were planted thickly on the strips in the 
remaining ten acres. If these operations succeed the intervening 
spaces are to be filled up with suitable trees grown from the seeds 
and seedlings recently put down. 

Experiments on a small scale have also been tried in clump- 
planting, and other planting on land dressed with sea-sand. 

The fencing of the entire area belonging to the Board has been 
completed, and the open drains have been maintained in good 
order. 

Arrangements are being made for the establishment at suitable Fruit tree«, 4c. 
places of small nurseries from which fruit and other trees and 
also hedging plants can be supplied to small occupiers of land in 
congested districts. 

The Board have again to report the satisfactory progress of Horse- 
their horse-breeding arrangements, although during the year ljrel:tliD S- 
they lost four stallions, two having been sold, being unfit for ser- 
vice, and two valuable horses died, one from a disease which cannot 
be guarded against or cured, and the other because, it is thought, 
professional aid could not be brought to him in time. This is a 
risk inseparable from the placing of horses in out-of-the-way 
districts, though every groom is provided with remedies to meet 
any sudden attack of illness. 

The stations, and a description of the horses at the several 
stations, are given in the Appendix, and although the Board have 67 _ '• 
received many applications for horses from districts not now 
included in their scheme, they have decided that it would be 
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unwise with the funds now at their disposal to increase the 
number of stations. 

The average number of service orders per horse was 40, as 
against 56 last year. This decrease is partly accounted for by 
the addition to the stud of several young horses that wereallowed 
only a small number of services, and partly because it was thought 
better to reduce somewhat the number of services formerly 
granted. At several stations the horses were unable to meet the 
demand for their services. 

As regards horse-breeding generally it would be difficult to 
mention a period when a heavier fall took place in the price of 
second-rate horses all over Ireland than has recently occurred, 
good animals selling for a third under the former value, and bad 
animals being practically unsaleable. Having regard to this fall 
in the market it is most encouraging to the Board to learn of 
many instances from congested districts in which foals bred from 
their horses have fetched higher prices than were realized for the 
unimproved breed when prices were higher all round. 

There is also every reason to he satisfied with the growth of 
the young animals purchased by the Board as foals for the pur- 
pose of observation. Some of them are now three years old, and 
they support the opinion that some really useful lioi-ses can be 
produced out of very indifferent mares by Yorkshire Hackney 
stallions. The pony-bred animals, though nice of their kind, will 
hardly, it is feared, pay the breeder so well. 

In considering horse-breeding on poor land, it must be borne in 
mind that it is useless to produce animals that cannot thrive on 
such food as they will get and he useful in the locality where they 
are bred. 

Much had been written for this Report in reply to the criticisms 
on the Board’s Horse Breeding Scheme, but, as Your Excellency 
has appointed a Commission to inquire into horse-breeding in 
Ireland, the Board now regard the subject as subjudica, and they 
are glad that an opportunity for full inquiry into the various 
divergent opinions will be afforded. 

Mules and The Board have increased the number of their Spanish Jacks 
tinkers. from ten to twenty, both for mule-breeding and for improving 
the breed of donkeys. The services of Mr..C. L. Sutherland, a 
well-known authority, were foi'tunately engaged for purchasing 
the jacks in Catalonia, and he secured eight really beautiful 
donkeys. The jacks are for the most part stationed in the donkey- 
breeding districts of Mayo, Galway, Kerry, and Donegal. 

Jennets. In one district in Mayo a pony has been set apart for jennet 

breeding, and many of these useful animals are now being 
produced. 

Cattle. Under our schemes for the improvement of cattle during the 

year under review, we purchased and re-sold to suitable persons 
in congested districts, fifty-eight bulls of the Galloway, Aberdeen 
Angus, and Shorthorn breeds. In the poorer and more exposed 
districts in the West of Galway and Mayo the Galloway hulls 
still retain their popularity : the demand for them has recently 
been so great that the number which had been purchased was 
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not sufficient, unci unfortunately a further supply of suitable bulls 
ecuM not be got. Experience of the working of the scheme for 
the distribution of bulls has shown that many purchasers sell 
their hulls at the end of the two years, for which they were ob- 
liged to retain them under the Board’s conditions of sale, although 
the bulls were serviceable for a further period. Tire conditions 
have therefore beeu modified, and purchasers are now required to 
retain bulls for three years, while for the third year a special 
allowance of £4 is payable to each owner who shall have satis- 
factorily kept his bull in accordance with the Board's regulations. 

During the summer of 1894 a number of Kerry springers were 
purchased in the County Kerry aud brought to Connemara where 
thev were sold to suitable persons who were willing to try if this 
breed ot cattle would suit the district. The Board were advised 
that a cross between the Kerry cow and the Aberdeen Angus or 
Galloway bull would prove satisfactory in Connemara, and the 
demand for more Kerry heifers towards the close of 1895 shows 
that so far local experience is favourable to the experiment. 
Arrangements were accordingly made for supplying more Kerry 
heifers, and not merely to Connemara, but also to other similar 
districts further north. 

During the year, ninety-five rams were gratuitously stationed Sie«p. 
among flocks in the Counties Donegal, Mayo, and Galway, includ- 
in' 1, twenty that were sent to Clare Island, which was purchased 
bv the Board for the enlargement of holdings. Very great 
expense has necessarily been incurred in connection with distri- 
buting rams for service, taking them up afterwards, and 
maintaining them until the next season. The Board have there- 
fore decided not to continue this system, unless where exceptional 
reasons may exist, and it is proposed in future to sell rains at a 
low price to owners of sheep instead of retaining the rams as the 
Board’s property, and stationing them gratuitously for the 
season. 

Already ninety-eight rams have been sold at reduced prices 
to persons who entered into agreements to retain the rams for at 
least two seasons. 

More than fifteen hundred sheep have been dipped at the 
Board’s station at Doon; and three portable dipping troughs 
have been supplied by the Board for use in the districts about 
Clifden, Tourmakeady, and Qlenties. If these portable troughs 
prove satisfactory a larger suppty will be obtained, as sheep-scab 
frequently occurs in the congested districts. 

Only six boars were sold during the year, as the demand was pi e a, 
very small owing to the low price for pigs and pork. Applica- 
tions for boars are now, however, received in considerable 
numbers. 

During the past year the number of the Board’s poultry farms Poultry, 
for the distribution of the eggs of pure-bred fowls has been 
increased from thirty to fifty-two. In most instances birds of the 
Minorca and Plymouth Bock breeds are supplied, the former 
where fowl are kept wholly or mainly for egg-laying, and the 
latter where a breed is wanted that is fairly good both for laying

and foT the table. The number ot eggs given out from the 
poultry farms during the year mas very greatly in excess of the 
number distributed in the previous year. Mr. D. M. Moriartv, 
of Killarney, having started a poultry-fattening establishment, 
the Board supplied a large number of birds ot breeds considered 
suitable for the production of chickens for cramming to persons 
recommended by him who live in neighbouring congested 
districts. Grants to the value of about £100 have been made to the 
Sisters of Mercy at Claremorris and Swineford to assist in pro- 
viding for educational purposes — fowl, poultry-houses, runs, and 
other appliances for rearing and fattening poultry. 

Dee-keeping. In accordance with arrangements entered into by the Board 
with the Irish Bee-Keepers’ Association, -Mr. Tnrlough B. O’Bryen 
visited numerous places in the congested districts to attend infor- 
mation to those who might wish to procure bees, and to give 
advice and instruction to such bee-keepers as might wish to avail 
themselves of his help. The Board have learned from many 
sources that Mr. O’Bryen’s services have been much appreciated. 
Forty -four hives of the pattern approved of by the Irish Bee- 
Keepers’ Association together with suitable outfits and appliances 
were supplied at cost price during the year upon favourable 
terms of deferred payment. Mr. O’Bryeu reports that in most 
instances those who obtained hives from the Board in previous 
seasons are managing them satisfactorily and disposing of con- 
siderable quantities of honey at remunerative prices ; and he an- 
ticipates that the demand for hives will increase very greatly. 
Mr. O’Bryen also gave lectures on bee-keeping, illustrated by 
magic-lantern slides, explaining the operations of bee-keeping. 
The lectures were very successful and it is proposed to con- 
tinue them. Some assistant instructors have been engaged to 
act under Mr. O’Bryen’s supervision. 

II. MIGRATION AND ENLARGEMENT OF HOLDINGS. 

Clare island The purchase by us of Clare Island was mentioned in our last 
report. Upon entering into possession of it we found that, owiim 
to subdivisions, ninety-eight agricultural tenants were in occupa- 
tion of the island, although only sixty-eight tenancies are shown 
on the late landlord’s rental. None of the lands were properly 
fenced, and, as a consequence, while the crop was in the ground 
the plots of tillage had from dawn to dusk to be guarded against 
the trespass of cattle by members of the families. When the 
crops were taken off the lands cattle and sheep roamed over the 
entire island as a commonage. The first work that was under- 
taken by the Board was the building of a very strong dry 
masonry wall, about five miles long and about six feet high 
across the island, separating the pasture from the tillage 
lands, and this was possible as all the dwellings and tillage lands 
are on the sheltered side of the island. This wall is now finished, 
and it wa3 built at a cost of about £1,600 entirely by the un- 
skilled labour of the islanders. The Board are now engaged 
in making arrangements for re-applotting and improving the 
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tillage lands, with the object of increasing the size and the value 
of the holdings as much as practicable. Some new houses also 
will be built, and it is hoped that nearly all, if not all, the dwell- 
intrhouses will he improved before the island is sold to the 
tenants. A definite arrangement will also have to be made as to 
the number of cattle which each tenant will be allowed to keep 
on the walled-off commonage pasture. We refrain from going 
more closely into details until we shall have sold the island to 
the occupying tenants 

Our Solicitor by our instructions bid in the Court of the Land Renvv'e 
Judge for some lots of the Renvyle Estate, Co. Galway, but we Estate - 
failed to purchase the large grazing farm, which was sold for one 
thousand pounds more than we authorized our Solicitor to bid 
for it A Small unimportant lot was sold to U3 for £150, and we 
have surrendered it to the Court again. 

We also recently purchased Mr. Dominick S. Leonard’s Estate Carna Esiitr. 
at Carna, on the coast oE Connemara, Co. Galway, for a sum of 
£ 5 , 345 . The net annual rental of the estate is £37S ; the Poor 
Law Valuation £225 ; and it contains 1,321 statute acres. There 
are some large grazing farms on the estate, and it will he possible 
to improve the condition of the agricultural tenants very much 
bv dividing these farms among them, and by re-applotting the 
estate before re-selling it to the tenants. We have not yet 
obtained possession of this estate. 

III.— SEA FISHERIES. 

Fresh Fish Trade. 

In the spring of 1896 we followed the course adopted by us Aran >prfng 
for the first time in 1895, and again appointed Mr. Shimtnin, mackerel 
one of our officers, to despatch the mackerel to the English ins ' 
markets. Our ice-hulk, where the fish are iced and packed ia 
boxes, was as heretofore moored in Killeany Bay, Aran Islands, 
and the boxes were taken to the railway siding at Galway Dock 
by the ss. D liras, which trades between the Aran Islands, the 
South Connemara Coast, and Galway. Daily telegrams from 
markets were posted for the satisfaction of the fishermen, stating 
the price in the markets, and the fishermen were paid the amount 
that the fish sold for, less by a deduction of 7s. per “ half-box " 
for freight, commission, tolls, ice, packing, management, and 
supervision. 

Mackeral arrived later than usual last season, and their late 
arrival involves small prices, as those caught in March and April 
fetch high prices in the English market, whereas prices in Slay 
and June leave comparatively little for the fishermen after paying 
for ice, boxes, and freight. Early in the season from £1 to £2 is 
paid for a box of sixty fish, but the Aran fish were sold, on an 
average, at 123. 2d. a box, while the deduction for ice, &c., is the 
same throughout the season, namely 7s. per box. Thus, for a 
box sold for £2, a fisherman would receive £l 13s., while he 
would only get 5s. 2d. for a box sold for 12s. 2d.

As regards the number of local boats and men taking part in 
the fishery, 7 large boats and 17 eurrnghs or open boats -with 
109 men and boys belonged to the Aran Islands ; and 5 large 
boats with 83 men and boys came from the Connemara Coast, 
County Galway. In all there were from the locality 12 large 
boats, 17 curraghs or canoes, with 142 men and hoys. In addi- 
tion to the local boats, 9 large boats from Arklow, County 
Wicklow, with 75 men and hoys, also took part in the fishing. 
Out of the total amount of £1,027 4s. lid. paid to fishermen, 
£928 14s. Id. was earned by the 29 Aran and Connemara boats, 
while the remainder, £698 10s. id., was paid to the crews of the 
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9 boats that came from a distance. Returns giving further details xxec^ 
are appended. p ag8 ss. 

We determined to extend our spring mackerel fishery farther, cieggan spring 
and decided upon making an experiment at Cieggan, which is a matkerei 
harbour on the north of the coast of the County Galway, and about * sl!Cr5 '' 
eiidit miles by road from Clifden, tbe terminus of the Connemara 
Li^ht Railway, and as usual we received most cordial assistance 
from the midland Great Western Railway Company of Ireland, 
who timed their trains to suit the fish trade. The mackerel are 
iced and packed at Cieggan, where we have an ice-hulk, and the 
boxes are sent by cart to Clifden, whence they are despatched to 
the English markets, via Galway, Dublin, and Holyhead. We 
marketed the fish exactly on the same system as at Aran, and 
the following account shows the result of the season’s fishing ; —

Of the boats which took part in the fishery, 2 decked boats 
with crews of 18 men and boys came from Arklow, County 
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Wicklow; 2 decked boats with crews of 16 men, came from 
Clifden,near Cleggan ; 4 decked boats with crews' of 19 men and 
boys, came from Murrisk, County Mayo ; and 18 open boats with 
crews of 74 men, came from the neighbouring Islands of Boffin 
and Shark. The 2 Arklow boats earned £237 ISs. lid. ; the 2 
Clifden boats, £119 3s. Id.; the 4 Murrisk boats, £70 Us. 7d.; 
Appendix _ and the IS open boats earned £319 19s. Id. Returns giving 
SiS..p>een9. f U[ .f} ier particulars are appended. The crews of the Murrisk boats 
were very much disappointed with the results of their venture in 
going to Cleggan, and a long correspondence took place with the 
Murrisk Committee. We can only hope that these boats will be 
more fortunate, and that prices will be higher if they again try 
their luck." 

The prices obtained for mackerel this season, both at Aran and 
Cleggan, were very low as compared with the results of previous 
seasons, because the mackerel did not make their appearance at 
either place until late in the season, when prices bad fallen. 
Donegal Bay ] n our Jjjgj report (at page 15) we stated that two of the smaller 
conger fisbmg. g c0 ^ c ^ ,} ee p. s ea boats were handed over on our loan system 
to two crews of the Island of Arranmore, County Donegal. Un- 
fortunately the experiment was not a success there, and at 
the request of the crews we took the boats off tlieir hands, and 
passed them on under the same conditions to two crews of Teelin 
on Donegal Bay. The success of these boats there has been far 
greater than could have been expected, and six more boats of the 
same class are about to be supplied to six crews of young fisher- 
men at Teelin. We entertain a hope that crews from Arramnore 
or the Bosses will try similar boats again with success. 

The two Teelin crews have had the boats for about ten months, 
and the following accounts show the result of their fishing during 
that time : —

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The crew of each boat consists of six uien, and Scotch In- 
structors are in charge of the boats for the first year. As long 
as the Instructors are in charge, the fish are marketed by the 
Board’s Manager at Teelin. The earnings of each boat are 
divided into nine shares, of which the Board get three, and the 
crew the remaining six shares. Eventually each boat and gear 
will become the property of the local skipper of the boat, and 
the cost will be repaid to the Board by half-yearly instalments. 

The plan for the working of these boats was drawn up by Mr. 

A T. Duthie, and he has ascertained that conger-eel fishing is the 
most profitable that can be undertaken in Donegal Bay in cold 
weather when fish can he sent fresh without ice to the Manchester, 

London, and other English markets. In addition to conger, fisher- 
men also catch skate, ling, and cod during the same season, and 
cod and ling can be sold at theBoard’s curing station at Teelin when 
the English market is not remunerative for such fish. Fishing 
for conger is started at Teelin in October or November, and is 
carried on until the weather becomes too warm for sending fish 
away without ice, when the conger fishing ends. These two 
boats had very fair success in the herring fishery this season off 
Arranmore, where the same boats had originally been un- 
successfully worked by Arranmore crews. As far as cau be 
judged from what has been done by the boats St- Gulumbu, and 
Si. Patrick it seems likely that this experiment is the beginning 
of an important local fishery, in which the young men, whose 
fathers fished when not occupied with their little farms, will 
trust to fishing altogether for their livelihood. Such a change 
would be beneficial, as fish are plentiful, and it would be 
impossible for the Teelin and Kilcar people to make even a 
barely comfortable living out of their small exhausted patches 
of land. The manner in which these people have responded 
to the Board's efforts is worthy of very warm praise, especially 
in the case of the younger people, both young men and girls, 
in the several departments of fishing, fish-curing, and coopering. 

Cod and ling were bought in large quantities at Teelin, County F res h codfish 
Donegal, and one merchant sent what lie purchased to thet“te 
Dublin, Belfast, and English markets, carting from Teelin Bay 
to the railway terminus at Killybegs. 

Similarly, large quantities of herrings were carted from Herrings. 
Burtonport, County Donegal, to Finntown railway station on the 
Glenties and Strabane line, and. steamers recently came on a 
couple of occasions to Burtonport and took away good supplies 
of herrings for the Glasgow market. 


CURED FISH TRADE. 

Owing to the improved facilities for despatching fresh fish to Cured cod, ling 
market by the Killybegs Light Railway, there has been a very “ d KUlhe- 
large falling off in the quantity of cod, ling, and saithe cured at 
the Board’s stations in South Donegal The local demand for 
fish was also good as the potato crop for the year 1S95 was

plentiful, and fail is not eaten by the country people as a rule, 
except with potatoes. F or the financial year 1S95-9G the Board's 
receipts under the head of Fish-caring are in excess of expendi- 
ture by £390 9s., but this apparent profit does not correctly 
represent the result of the season’s fishing, as some large sales of 
the previous season’s fish took place during the financial year 
notv under review. Although the amount received by fishermen 
by sale of fish probably fell little if at all short of the receipts of a 
good average year, yet the take of fish wes nnqucstionably some- 
what short owing very largely to the prevalence of stormy 
weather for part of the season. The following is the Profit and

Hrtricg Burins the year a most surprising development has taken 

felling. place in the herring fishery off the West Donegal coast, chiefly 
between Arranni ore Island and the Island of Gola. At the close 
of the last century, and at the very same locality, Mr. Burton 
Couyngham, partly out of his own resources and partly by the 
aid of a liberal grant from tbe Irish Parliament, assisted in the 
establishment of a most important herring fishery at a little 
harbour named after him Burton Port, and at the neighbour- 
ing island of Innisinacdurn, which was also called Rutland, after 
the Duke of Rutland, the Lord Lieutenant at the time when 
the Government made a timely and generous grant in aid of the 
industry of £30,000 for the erection of salt factories, stores, and 
other buildings. In the year 1793 the fishery, however, failed 
altogether, although ten years before the winter’s fishing is said 
to have produced a sum of £10,000. With the exception of some 
transitory efforts between fifty and sixty years ago, no attempt 
was made to re-establish the fishery for a period of almost 
exactly one hundred years, when the Reverend Bernard 
Walker, P.R, of Burtonport, fitted out at his own expense a 
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couple of boats with suitable gear anil so started the fishery 
iiTain. At his request the Board then took up the matter, and on 
the recommendation of Mr. A. T. Duthie, their Fishery Superin- 
tmlent, herring-curing stations were opened at several poin ts ul' the 
coast. The result for the first couple of years was most encouraging, 
and as a consequence local merchants opened curing-stations in 
addition to those started by the Board. During the past year- 
various Scotch fish-eurers also appeared, and on several occasions 
special steamers came and took away cargoes of fresh or lightly 
salted herrings. Hardly any boats come from a distance, and 
almost all the herrings were caught by local “ Greeneastle yawls,” 
capable of carrying about three tons, a class of boat somewhat 
similar to the Shetland Sixem. The fishery appears so far to be 
suited only to small boats as tbe herrings are caught chiefly in 
shallow and narrow inlets close to the shore. 

Herrings were sold at from Is. Gd, to 5s. GJ. per “ long ” 
hundred of 120 fish, but it is difficult to estimate the amount of 
money earned by the fishermen of the Burtonport, Arramaore, 
and Kincasslagli district where about 120 boats with crews of 
about GOO men were engaged. According to the best estimate 
which the Board can obtain, a sum of about £0,000 was earned so 
far by these fishermen during the present season, which will 
terminate in January, 1897, and this amount is over and above 
the earnings of those local men and girls engaged in fish-curing 
and iu the transport of fisli and barrels. It seems likely that 
in the immediate future, owing to the excellent natural market 
that has arisen, the Board will not be obliged to act as buyers of 
herrings. 

The fishing in the Burton port, or “ Bosses,” district was much 
earlier than usual last season, and the fish came in so close to 
the shore that boats were fishing day and night, and large catches 
were made in some creeks that were dry at low water. Prices 
seldom fell below 2.s, per fisherman's hundred of 120 or 123 fish. 
This high price is said to have been duo to the fact that there 
was a poor herring fishing off the West Coast of Scotland where 
good herrings are frequently bought by merchants at rates equiva- 
lent to Gel or 9d per hundred. The difficulty o£ getting a 
constant supply of labourers to gut and clean the herrings is a very 
serious one, and if the locality wishes to retain the trade there must 
be more alacrity and anxiety for employment on the part of those 
who do similar work in other localities. When the fishing is brisk 
as much as 3s. a day can be earned by a worker. The provision 
of such labour is a matter of great importance to the fishermen, as 
some crews during the few months have earned as much as £200, 
and earnings of £100 per boat are general. Such earnings are 
probably unprecedented when it is borne in mind that the total 
cost of boat, oars, sails, and nets does not exceed £20 or £25 at 
the outside. On tbe North East coast of Scotland a fleet of 
about two thousand boats, costing, with nets, about £350 each, 
fished during July and August, and their average earnings are 
estimated at about £120 a boat. The usual price of herrings at 
Burtonport has been 2s. per hundred ol herrings that take seven 

b 2 
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hundred to make a Scotch eran, so that the “ Bosses " fishermen 
hare been paid at the rate of 14s. per cran. At Aberdeen, not- 
withstanding the splendid facilities for rail and steamer transport 
during the season, the usual price was 8s. 6 d. per ci'an, while on 
the 7th of July last 12,000 crans of herrings were sold there, 
owing to a glut, at from Is. to Is. 6c?. per eran, or at the rate of 
about two pence per Irish hundred. During the second week 
in September large quantities of herrings were sold in Scar- 
borough at four-pence per hundred, and Scarborough is in direct 
communication with the large cities and towns of Yorkshire and 
Lancashire. 

There was not any necessity for the Board in the past 
season to purchase herrings in large quantities, their presence as 
buyers being sufficient to prevent fish being sacrificed or lost 
owing to a glut in the market, but on two or three occasions the 
supply of salt and barrels was inadequate where the take of 
fish was, as at Rossbeg and Gveedore in Donegal, largely in 
excess of previous years. The following is a profit and loss 
account of the relatively small sales effected by the Board.

P : cika Very few mackerel were caught on the coast of Mayo during 

mackerel. the past season, and practically none on the Donegal coast, The 
Board’s transactions in pickled mackerel on the North Mayo coast 
only involved a sum of £283, but on Inishboffin and at some 
points on the neighbouring coast of the County Galway the 
Board handed over their curing stations to the Messrs. 
M'Aulay, of Glasgow, who purchased and cured very large 
numbers of mackerel, especially on Inishboffin, and so conferred 
great benefit on the fishermen of the district. Some other fish 
carers were also attracted to the neighbourhood, and it is esti- 
mated that in all a sum of £1,650 was ’paid for mackerel to 
about 36 boats’ crews, comprising about 150 fishermen. A 
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eonsiderble further sum was also paid for local labour in fish- 
curing in the district. 

A considerable number of Scotch fishermen have been engaged instruction in 
to teach the fishermen in the Counties Donegal, Mayo, and Cahin& - 
Galway how to mount and prepare “ long lines,” and how to bait, 
shoot, and haul these lines in the Scotch fashion. Where possible 
the Scotch instructors teach in boats fit for deep sea fishing, but 
on the North Mayo coast the instructors teach in the Green castle 
yawls that were recently supplied by Board. The Scotch 
instructors are a fine skilful body of men, and the mode of their 
teaching is not a mere oral imparting of technical knowledge, valu- 
able as such instruction would be, but it includes going to sea 
with the local fishermen, actually catching the fish and managing 
the boat and lines, so that the local fishermen may themselves see 
and learn how to fish, and also share in the profits of the fishing. 

The local crews are learning quickly, and while learning are get- 
ting larger earnings than they made before. At present there are 
twenty-three instructors in the Board’s service, the principal ot 
them being Mr. Robert B. Ritchie, of Fraserburgh, N.B. In con- 
nection with this scheme of instruction the Board have purchased 
nine Fraserburgh boats of the t: Zulu ” build, at a cost of about 
£*0 each, all of which are stationed at Teelin, County Donegal, 
except one which has been sold to a Connemara fisherman. 

The boats are, after being used for a year for instruction, to bo 
sold on the loan system to the crews that receive instruction. 

Meanwhile, as has been stated before, the earnings of each boat 
are divided into nine shaves, of which three are retained by the 
Board for the working of the boat, and the remaining six shares 
are divided equally among the six local members of the crew. 

The Board continue to give instruction in net mounting and Net mounting 
mending through their Scotch instructors, and also in conjunction a 
with, the Board of National Education. Centres of instruction 
are selected in districts where herring and mackerel fishing are 
followed by the local fishermen. Such instruction is much 
appreciated. 

The Board’s cooperage at Teelin, County Donegal, has proved Barrel 
of great value, not only for getting good barrels made at a low ma s 
cost by local labour, but also for training young men to act as 
herring or mackerel coopers at fish-curing stations. The Board 
•ire so well pleased with the result of the Teelin cooperage, 
under Mr. James Russell, of Banff, N.B. , that they are at present 
extending their operations. 

Premises for a cooperage for the manufacture of barrels have 
been acquired at Burtonport by the Board, and it is hoped that 
before long it may be possible to manufacture locally and to supply 
without loss all the barrels that will be required by herring- 
curers in the district. 

In the congested districts in the Counties of Cork and Kerry 
there hag been for some years a most important mackerel fishery 
carried on upon ordinary commercial lines. As far as the Board s 
information goes, it is understood that possibly as many as 80,000 
even 100,000 barrels are imported annually from Scotland 
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and England into the South of Ireland in connection with 
this trade. The Board are accordingly anxious that if possible 
the barrels should be made in this country, and they, therefore, 
are engaged in making a small experiment in the matter in con- 
junction with a local merchant.

IV. INDUSTRIES. 

F"i.f"i<i and In the loginning of the year ISfIL the Board agreed to make 

M»«d>akan nnnna | payments in aid of the efforts of the Foxford and Bal- 
laghailerin Factories to the extent of £1,333 Gs. S cl. and 
£tiU6 1 3s. id., respectively, per annum for three years. As the time 
for the cessation of these grants approached the Board considered 
the circumstances of the factories, aud decided to renew the grants 
for three years more at reduced amounts; and, when informing 
the managers of the factories of this decision, it was at the same 
time intimated that no further aid could he given by the Board, as 
it was thought that, after the assistance that will have heen given 
for six years, the factories, if they are to succeed, ought by that 
time to be able to meet their obligations. This action of the 
Board does not strictly come within the period dealt with in the 
Report, but it is thought better to refer to it here. It is only 
right to add that the Sisters of Charity, who are the managers of 
the factories, are doing all that in their judgment is likely to 
make the factories successful, and they are most hopeful that 
their efforts will not fail. The future grants of the Board will be 
as follows : —

Before arriving at a decision to continue their assistance to the 
Foxford Factory, the Board had the very great advantage of 
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receiving a valuable joint report from Messrs. Samuel Law and 
Charles Henry Slater, of Leeds, who kindly consented, at the 
request of the Board, to visit the factory, and give their opinion 
on its working and prospects. Tim report of these gentlemen 
was favourable as regards the management of the establishment, 
and it appeared to be their opinion that if the Board were to 
give further assistance for a few years the factory would be able 
to meet its engagements. 

Daring the past year the giving of prizes was continued at the Snath Dnnrgsl 
Ardara Fail - , and the Board have also established the prize T "' eed 
system at a newly-started tweed fair or market at Garrick, I '“ lu3t^ r , 
County Donegal. It is, however, intended to discontinue this 
system at both places in a few months, as the local spinners and 
weavers have had ample opportunities for learning that better 
work brings better prices, and the driving home of this lesson 
was the object of the Board in giving prizes. The quality of the 
tweeds has undoubtedly improved very much since prizes were 
offered for good work. Under the system of the Board every 
well made web or roll of tweed received a prize, not merely the 
best two or throe webs in the market. The prize was divided 
between the spinner and the weaver, so that all concerned in the 
manufacture were benefited, while the owner of the web (very 
often the head of the family to which the spinner belongs) 
received a higher price per yard in the ordinary market, accord- 
ing to the quality and design of the tweed. 

As the Irish Industries Association and some 'oral people 
who are concerned in the Donegal homespun trade thought that 
it would he beneficial to establish carding machinery at as 
central a place as could be found in the district, the Board 
offered a grant of £3U0 to the Irish Industries Association if 
they would purchase, set up, and maintain such machinery, hut 
the Association considered the grant inadequate, and could not 
undertake to (supplement, it by a further grant of £100 from 
then- own resources for initial expenditure. 

The Board are also giving instruction in weaving at Milford, in Vr-.u-in;; 
the northern part of the County Donegal, where weaving is Instruction, 
carried on to some extent, hut not at all as much as in South- 
west Donegal. The improvement of weaving is also being 
attempted by the Board at Moneygold, County Sligo ; Bclmullet, 

County Mayo ; and at some other places where weaving has long 
existed for the suppty of home-manufactured clothing. 

The Board are promoting the making of crochet and lace by Crochet and 
paying teachers or giving other assistance at Moneygold, County 
Ardara, County Donegal ; and Ballingleragb, County 
Leitrim. There is a good demand for such work, though the 
industry is interfered with at Ardara by an improvement in the 
demand for embroidery, an industry that depended a good deal 
?n the American market, and that almost ceased to exist on the 
issue of the M'Kinley tariff a few years ago. 

The local committee at Iviltyclogher, County Leitrim, which Straw home- 
started the manufacture of straw bottle envelopes have come to e “' e 
the conclusion that the industry cannot be profitably canned on 
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by them, so the attempt has been abandoned, but with very 
little loss, as the Committee proceeded with care and judgment 
in the matter. 

The Technical School at Kiltimagh was opened m March, 
ISOti, and the Board hope to give in their next Report full 
particulars of the instruction afforded there. 

The Board continue to pay the expenses in connection with 
giving instruction in carpentry at the National School of Cashel 
in Connemara. 

Yevy large sums of money, relatively speaking, are earned hy 
people living on the seashore by burning kelp in some parts of 
Donegal, Sligo. Mayo, and Galway, and the Board have been con- 
sidering how, if at all, the industry can be improved. They are at 
present assisting in an experiment for the extraction of iodine and 
the other products obtained from kelp. As the amount of seaweed 
that can be gathered, and also the state of the weather are un- 
certain, it is impossible to say wlint the dwellers on the sea coast 
can earn on an average one year with another, but it may be 
mentioned as an illustration that sixty families on an island off 
the coast earned last season just seven hundred pounds, or at an 
average rate of cay £11 per family. This would probably be 
above the average on most parts of the coast, and it might 
perhaps be safer to take £5 as the average earnings of a family. 
The industry at present is undoubtedly important, but it is alleged 
that it exists on sufferance and that the more valuable of the 
kelp products can be obtained at a very much lower cost from 
South American nitrates than from kelp. Irish kelp at present 
fetches about 70s. per ton. 

An application was received from a limited company for 
assistance in promoting the manufacture of peat, charcoal, and 
fuel. The Board were willing to make a grant of £400, provided, 
among other conditions, that the company would put up and main- 
tain for twelve months four of their machines or “ installations ” 
with the object of testing the commercial value of their scheme 
for the utilization of peat, and, in the event of the undertaking 
not being successful in the company’s hands, that the machines 
should become the property of the Board. A further grant of 
£100 for preliminary investigations would also have been given. 


V. ENGINEERING WORKS. 

ApjKKiicM We append Schedules showing the different stages which the 
xxxiv' various works in our hands have reached under the following 

pages L"l-G5. heads : — 

1. Piers, Boatslips, and other Marine Works ; 

2. Roads and Bridges; and 

3. Miscellaneous W orks. 

In these Schedules are given the estimated cost in the case of 
uncompleted works, and the actual cost of completed works. 
Engneencg As the designs for all the marine works origin ally contemplated 
have been supplied, and as most of these works are either com- 
pleted or else far advanced towards completion, the Board have 
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teen able to dispense with the services of their Chief Engineer 
the Hon. R. C. Parsons, M.J.nst.c.E. The designs prepared by Mr. 

Parsons have given very great satisfaction to the Board, and it 
is considered that the mode of carrying the plans into effect 
departmental!/ lias resulted in getting really good work done at 
as low a cost as possible. Mr. Parsons had charge of almost all 
the works, and under him Messrs. Keating, Gahan, Oliver, and 
Jellett acted as Resident Engineers in charge of districts. As 
regards these gentlemen, too, the Board consider that much of 
.the success in the execution of the works must be attributed to 
the zeal and attention with which they carried out their onerous 
duties of supervision. 

One of the works recently completed by the Board is a viaduct Gweobarra 
over the tidal estuary of the Gweebarra, in the County Donegal, Viaduct, 
connecting the populous district of Lettermaeaward and also the 
town of Dungloe with the district of Glenties,to which the Strabane 
ami Stranorlar Railway was extended recently. As the roads 
between Gweedore on the north arid the viaduct are being greatly 
improved by the Board, and also the southern approach to the 
viaduct from Glenties, the new roads and the viaduct are much 
appreciated by the people of the different districts concerned. 

The bridge was designed by Mr. S. U. Roberts, c.b., M.Inst.c.E.I., 
and the ironwork was satisfactorily constructed by the Phoenix 
Iron Works. 

The Board are still engaged in the very heavy and costly work Gorumna 
of constructing a line of causeways between the island of Gorumna Canse " a . v ' 
and the intervening islands and the mainland of Connemara. 

The Engineer for these important works is Mr. James Perry, 
Iflnst.C.E., County Surveyor of Galway. 

At a cost of about £7,700 the Board have completed direct Dhulongh 
communication by road between Louisburgli and Aasleagh, County 
Aiayo. Portion of this work, where existing Countyroads were being 
improved, was carried out by Mr. E. K. Dixon, M.E., M.Insfc.C.E,, 

County Surveyor of Mayo, and the remainder of the road, especially 
the new and difficult road through the Dhulough Pass, was laid 
out and made under the direction of Mr. Charles D. Oliver, 

Assoc. Ji.Inst.c.E, The County passed a presentment of one 
shilling for the entire length of road between Louisburgli and 
Teenane, but the Board understand that for some reason the 
Presentment of the County Surveyor for repairs was thrown out 
at- the Presentment Sessions. The” Board trust that this action is 
not to he taken as an indication that the road authorities for the 
County Mayo are disposed to allow roads constructed by the Board 
with the approval of the local authorities to fall out of repair, 
ouch action on the part of Presentment Sessions or Grand J ury 
would of course make it impossible for the Board to expend, in 
a similar way, any more money in a locality whose representa- 
tives had so acted. 

In addition to the works carried out directly by the Board, a Killybegs 
contribution of £3,400 was promised to the Board of Works pro- Eisr. 
viued a further sum of £6,600 was voted by Parliament for the 
construction of a pier at Killybegs, County Donegal. After a lapse 
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of some years tlio Treasury yielded to tire representations of the 
Congested Districts Board and the Irish Government, but it is 
only just to attribute the main credit for the carrying out of the 
project to the unwearied, able, and forcible representations of the 
Reverend Michael Martin, P.P., who unfortunately did not live 
to see the fulfilment of his favourite plan for the improvement 
of the parish of Killybegs. The pier is being constructed of 
greenheart and iromvood piles by the Board of Works, and the 
Congested Districts Board have already made some payments 
towards the work, although they did not, and do not, approve, 
of the angle at which the pier leaves the shore. It was the 
opinion of the Congested Districts Board that steamers and ships 
could he much more easily brought alongside a pier at right 
angles to the shore, and this view was at the time communicated 
to the Board of Works. 

In the case of Killybegs Pier provision has been made for the 
management and maintenance of the pier by the appointment of 
Harbour Commissioners, but this method would be too costly in 
the case of the numerous fishery piers and boat slips that have been 
built by the Board. We accordingly suggest that the Legislature 
should authorize Grand J urics to take over by resolution and to 
maintain marine works constructed or to be constructed by the 
Congested Districts Board. The Board do not suggest that they 
should be empowered (like the Board of Works) to vest every 
fishery pier built by them in the Grand Jury, but only that per- 
missive powers should be given to Grand Juries to take over 
fishery piers built or to be built by the Congested Districts 
Board. 

Since the issue of their last Report the Board have been 
advised by most eminent Counsel that they are not empowered 
to undertake directly drainage works for the improvement of 
land, and it accordingly became necessary to refuse to carry out 
many drainage works that had been contemplated. Counsel, 
however, pointed out that the Board might assist any duly con- 
stituted Drainage Board, and in two cases already the Board have 
given assistance in this way to promote the drainage of land.

VI. MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 

Change in Mr. James Hack Tuke, one of the original members of the 
Board, died since the issue of our last Report, and Viscount de 
Of the Board. y esc j was appointed to fill the vacancy. The nature of Mr. 

Tuke s public suggestions in 1889, and the terms of the Act passed 
in 1891 forming the Congested Districts Board have caused a 
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general impression that his views considerably influenced the 
Government of the clay. His generous and self-sacrificing 
exertions on behalf of the poor of Ireland in years of distress 
and famine naturally caused the Irish Government at different 
times, irrespective of party politics, to consult his experience 
which dated from the Famine years of 1S45--49, and continued 
to the year of his death. Mr. Take’s published writings show 
that for the improvement of the congested districts he relied 
upon the extension of railways' and other communications, and 
upon the development of the industrial and natural resources of 
the country. His name was, however, widely known in con- 
nection with an emigration project about the year 1S83, and 
consequently it has been supposed by some that emigration was 
with him a panacea for the over-populated, or rather under-fed, 
districts of Ireland. But he assisted people to leave Ireland in 
search of employment in foreign countries only because at that 
time no employment existed at home, and while he was a 
member of our Board he never brought forward any proposal in 
favour of emigration. 

The Boai'd have again to thank Sir Andrew Reed and the Co-operationof 
officers and members of the Royal Irish Constabulary fur their Constlll “ lar .''' 
hearty and most valuable co-operation in their horse-breeding 
and various other projects.
